A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1958 = 100 
has been introduced in this issue. 

The index is based on a family living survey conducted in 1956-57 
among salaried employees’ and wage earners’ families in Santiago. The 
retail food prices used in computing the index are ascertained weekly, 
and prices of other commodities during the third week of each month. 
Rent quotations are collected quarterly (February, May, August and 
November). 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed 
base ; the number of items and the percentage weights used in the computa- 
tion of the index are as follows:
